This  is  a  genealogical  record  compiled  by  the  author 
in  order  to  preserve  the  information  which  has  been  gathered 
concerning  the  descendants  of  Jacob  Foreman,  These  Foremans, 
according  to  family  tradition,  came  from  Virginia  to  South 
Carolina  prior  to  the  year  of  1757* 

Family,  church  and  county  records,  both  wills  and 
administrations  of  estates,  and  deeds,  local  histories  and 
other  publications  on  Foreman  families,  have  been  examined 
and  used  where  they  pertained  to  this  Jacob  Foreman  and  his 
descendants.  Cemeteries  have  also  been  visited  and  tombstone 
inscriptions  copied,  and  many  hours  have  been  consumed  in 
correspondence.  Photostatic  copies  of  land  grants  and  other 
pertinent  legal  documents  have  been  obtained* 

The  writer  is  indebted  to  I'-rs.  Aurora  C.  Shaw,  Genealogist, 
and  Editor  of  The  Southern  Genealogist ’  s  Exchange  Quarterly,  of 
Jacksonville,  Florida,  for  contributions  of  data  and  for  the 
editing  and  mimeographing  of  this  manuscript.  I  am  sure  that 
without  her  valuable  service  this  record  would  not  have  been  as 
authorative  and  complete. 

Though  no  record  of  the  birth  or  marriage  of  Jacob 
Foreman  has  been  found,  his  will  which  was  made  the  10th  day  of 
October  1823  and  probated  the  21st  day  of  November  of  1823, 
reveals  his  wife's  name  to  have  been  Iiachel  and  that  he  had  at 
least  the  following  ohildren:  Isaac,  Jacob,  Glover  and  Hanoy 
who  married  James  Heard.

Arms  of  different  families  named  Forman  (Foreman)  given  in  Sir 
Bernard  Burke’ 3  General  Armory  of  England,  Scotland,  Ireland  and  "Males 
(London,  Harrison,  1878)  page  3&7,  as  follows:

Forman  or  Freman,  Az,  three  bars  nebulee  ar,  on  a  chev.  sa.  as 
many  martlets  or,  a  chief  gules  charged  rath  a  lion  pass,  guard,  battween 
two  anohors  gold, 

Forman  (Co,  Lincoln)  sam9  arms, 

Forman  or  Forness  (Co.  Norfolk).  Sa.  five  fusils  in  fe3se  ar, 

Forman  (Co.  Northumberland).  Sa.  five  fusils  in  fesse  ar, 

Forman.  Az,  throe  bears’  heads’  erasod  or.  collared  gules  each 
charged  with  four  bells  or. 

Various  members  of  the  Forman  family  in  America,  in  particular 
General  Thomas  Marsh  Forman  of  Cecil  Co.,  Md , ,  and  General  Jonathan  Forman 
of  Cazenovia,  New  York,  have  used  the  arms  ascribed  by  Sir  Bernard  Eurke 
to  Foreman-Farmin  family  of  Lincolnshire.  In  addition  they  have  used  a 
lion’s  (or  Lepard’s)  head  a3  a  crest,  and  the  motto  ,!Deo  et  Amiotiae." 

The  abovo  ooat-of  arms  is  the  one  adapted  by  the  descendants  of 
Jacob  Foreman,  Sr. 

Foreman  Characteristics:  It  is  recorded  in  ancient  books  that 
there  arc  three  things,  especially  noted  in  the  family  of  Formans;  that 
there  was  never  one  of  them  proud,  covetous,  or  a  traitor;  and  that  may 
be  well  soen  to  this  date  in  the  present  generations#

Introduction 


-  by  James  Aldrich  Foreman 


Examination  of  a  number  of  genealogies  on  the  Forman  and  Foreman 
families  has  been  made  by  the  writer.  My  observation  is  that  by  far 
the  most  thorough  research  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Henry  Chandlee  Forman, 
P.K.D.,  and  Mr.  Elbert  Eli  Fannin,  L.L.D.,  of  New  York  City,  to  whom 
credit  is  due  for  some  of  the  early  Foreman  data  presented  herein. 

"The  Formans  of  New  York  l6I|5-19^5,, .  by  Henry  Chandlee  Forman, 
(Deoatur,  Georgia,  19b5  )>  is  the  history  of  the  Forman  family  beginning 
with  Robert  Forman  who  received  a  patent  in  l6i;5>  Flushing,  New  York. 

His  wife  was  Joanna  and  his  sons:  Aaron  Forman  Sr.  whose  wife  was 
Dorothy;  Moses  Forman  whose  wife  was  Hannah  Crocker;  second  wife,  Anna 
Bennett;  and  Semuel  Forman,  Sr.  whose  wife  was  lieryam  Hoyt.  The  author 
points  out  that  erroneously  this  Robert’s  line  had  been  established  as 
Robert,  son  cf  Rev.  William,  son  of  Robert,  the  son  of  William  Forman, 
Lincolnshire  merchant,  the  son  of  Sir  William  Forman,  Lord  Mayor  of 
London.  However,  since  Sir  'William  left  a  daughter  Elizabeth,  and 
apparently  left  no  male  heirs  unless  he  had  sons  who  died  before  he  did, 
the  author  states,  "we  have  been  unable  to  trace  the  line  of  descent  from 
Sir  William  Forman  to  Robert  Forman."  To  quote  from  his  Chapter  I,  "The 
Formans  of  England" : 

"For  more  than  six  hundred  years,  from  earliest  records  of  the  family 
in  Lincolnshire,  England,  to  the  present  day,  the  spelling  of  the  name 
Forman  has  been  unchanged.  In  1316  land  in  Lincolnshire  was  granted  to 
one  Ralph  Forman;  in  1373  Thomas  Forman,  and  in  1375  Robertus  Forman,  a 
juror,  were  inhabitants  of  this  county.  In  the  Lincolnshire  Rebellion 
of  1536  Robert  Forman  gave  five  marks  to  the  rebels.  All  through  the 
fifteenth,  sixteenth,  and  seventeenth  centuries  there  were  Formans  living 
in  England,  chiefly  in  Lincolnshire,  according  to  the  records. 

"The  most  distinguished  member  of  the  family  seems  to  have  been  Sir 
..illiam  Forman  Knight,  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  a  native  of  Gainsborough, 
Lincolnshire.  He  was  the  son  of  William  Forman,  a  yeoman  of  Gainsborough. 
His  sister,  Elizabeth  Forman,  married  Morico  Morgan. 

"Sir  William  Forman  was  knighted  on  October  13,  1537*  and  was  an 
Alderman  in  Parliament  from  Cripplegate  Ward  in  the  City  of  London  from 
1529  to  15^5*  He  was  High  Sheriff  of  London  in  1533  and  Lord  Mayor  from 
1538  bo  1539*  During  a  Muster  of  Citizens  in  1539  he  rode  in  a  procession 
and  carried  a  coat  of  black  velvet  embroidered  with  a  cross;  on  his  head 
was  a  black  velvet  cap  with  a  rich  jewel;  and  about  him  rode  four  footmen 
apparelled  in  satin  hose  and  fine  white  silk." 

Of  particular  interest  to  this  writer  is  the' following  observation 
also  quoted  from  Mr.  Henry  Chandlee  Forman’s  book,  page  6:  "The  fact 
that  Robert  Forman  who  came  to  New  York  named  his  sons  for  Biblical 
characters  complicates  our  search  in  England,  whore  Hie  Formans  had  the 
ordinary^  namos  of  William,  Monas,  John,  Edward,  Robert  and  tho  liko. 

It  would  appear  that  the  vory  burning  of  Robert's  religious  zeal  thus  cut 
the  threads  of  his  old  life  beyond  the  sea."

So  also  did  our  Foreman  forebears  of  South  Carolina  use  the  biblical 
names  as  will  be  seen  in  the  genealogy  which  follows#  Jacob,  Isaac, 

Barney  (for  Barnabas  originally),  and  James  are  the  names  we  find  dup¬ 
licated  in  both  the  Forman  and  Foreman  families# 

Pronunciation  and  spelling  of  the  name:  Mr.  Henry  Chandlee  Forman 
states  that,  11  In  the  Oyster  Bay  (Lev/  York)  records  the  name  is  spelled 
frequently  Furman  or  Firman,  showing  that  this  was  the  way  it  was 
pronounced.  Even  as  late  as  1800,  Jemirne  Forman  of  Yorkfcown,  Westchester 
County,  wrote:  'this  Holy  Bible  belongesth  to  Jemirne  Furman'."  Else¬ 
where  in  the  United  States,  the  name  is  usually  pronounced  as  spelled. 

Elbert  Eli  Farmin  graduated  at  Amherst  in  1855  With  the  degree  of 
M.A.  He  became  a  student  of  law  at  Warsaw,  Hew  Yor]£,  and  while  still  a 
student  took  an  active  part  in  the  Fremont  campaign  of  I856.  After  his 
admission  to  the  bar,  he  was  for  some  years  one  of  the  owners  and  the 
business  manager  of  the  WesternNew  Yorker  of  bar saw ,  which  developed  into 
the  leading  Republican  Journal  of  that  part  of  the  State.  In  I865,  Pi* . 

Farman  went  to  Europe  and  spent  two  years  in  the  study  of  criminal, 
international  and  civil  law  at  Heidelberg  and  Berlin,  in  learning  the 
French  and  German  languages.  On  his  return  to t he  United  States  he  was 
appointed  by  the  Governor  as  District  Attorney  of  Wyoming'  County,  an 
office  he  held  with  much  credit  for  seven  years.  In  I876,  Hr.  Farmin 
was  appointed  Counselor  General  of  Cairo,  Egypt  by  President  Grant. 

During  the  five  yea^s  Mr.  Farmin  was  Counselor  General,  he  performed 
the  duties  of  the  office  in  the  most  painstaking  and  efficient  manner. 

He  also  took  an  interest  in  the  people  of  Egypt,  and  through  his  efforts 
fifteen  slaves  received  their  freedom.  During  the  visit  of  General  Grant 
to  Egypt,  Mr.  Farmin  presented  the  General  to  the  Kedivo  and  otherwise 
took  a  very  prominent  part  in  his  reception.  The  oberlist  in  Central  Park 
in  l«ew  York  City  was  obtained  through  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Farmin,  and 
the  "Farmin  Collections"  of  Egyptian  antiquities  in  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  were  collected  and  classified  by  him.  He  was  appointed  on  July  1, 
1881,  Judge  of  International  Court  of  Egypt,  by  President  Garfield.  He 
filled  the  office  with  credit  to  himself  and  the  United  States  until  his 
resignation  in  lGGlj.  On  leaving  Egypt  he  received  the  order  of  the  Medjidieh 
In  1882,  Amherst  College  bestowed  upon  him  the  L.L.D.  degree. 

Elbert  Eli  Farmin  traces  his  line  to  one  John  Foreman,  (as  his  name 
was  spelled),  who  volunteered  for  the  French  Army  at  the  age  of  sixteen. 

After  serving  eight  years,  he  with  two  companions  settled  in  New 
Hampshire.  Soon  afterward,  he  married  and  settled  in  Bath  on  the 
Connecticut  River.  During  his  residence  in  Bath,  the  spelling  of  the 
family  name  was  changed  from  Foreman  to  Farman,  to  which  all  but  one 
branch  of  his  descendants  have  adhered. 

Roswell  Farman,  son  of  John  Foreman,  had  a  son  named  Zadok  who 
married  Martha  Dix  of  We  at',  rsfiold,  Connecticut.  They  had  six  children, 
tho  fifth  being  Elbert  El  ■  Armin,  born  at  Now  Ilavon,  Oswogo  County,

The  Stagecoach  Inn  -  George  Foreman

This  home  is  said  to  have  been  first  the  residence  of  George  Fore¬ 
man,  early  settler  of  South  Carolina  who  v/as  granted  land  in  the  amount 
of  1+50  acres  recorded  in  the  Pre-Revolution  Plats  as  follows* 

"South  Carolina 

Pursuant  to  a  Warrant  Directed  to  rne  by  Egerton  Leigh  Esq* 
Surveyor  General  Dated  the  Second  day  of  August  1752  I  have 
admesured  unto  George  Foreman  a  Tract  of  four  hundred  and  fifthly 
acres  of  Land  in  Granvil  County  Bounding  South  West  on  Savannah 
River  N:East  part  on  Andre;’/  Brumlew  &  part  on  Regina  Stoosira 
part  on  John  Dolker  of  the  other  part  on  Vcant  Land  A  hath  Such 
form  A  marcks  as  the  above  Plat  Represents* 

Certyfield  this  23d  of  August  1757 
Ulrich  Tobler  Dep:  Sur»" 

Deceased  by  1786,  the  story  is  told  that  George  Foreman  v/as  murder¬ 
ed  by  the  Tories  and  his  v/ife,  the  former  Anna  Bush,  daughter  of  Isaac, 
and  their  son  Benjamin,  managed  the  hone  as  The  Stagecoach  Inn  as  it  v/as 
then  on  the  direct  route  from  Charles  Town  to  Augusta,  but  now  on  the 
old  Augusta  to  Sllenton  Road  taken  over  by  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
in  building  the  Savannah  River  Plant.  Now  as  a  historical  landmark,  it 
may  be  visited  by  obtaining  a  special  pass.  Of  historical  interest  is 
the  story  that  George  Washington  passing  through  this  area,  spent  the 
night  at  the  old  Stagecoach  Inn.  Descendants  of  George  Foreman  are 
evidently  responsible  for  the  family  record  given  as  follows: 

Thomas  Foreman  v/as  born  in  London  (merchant)  in  1633 •  He  married 
Frances  Burges  of  Hadley,  England,  Frances,  r elect  of  Dolman,  daughter 
of  Burges  of  Hadley  England.  Just  one  son  is  known,  Thoiras,  Jr.,  born 
in  London,  who  married  Margaret  Gunter  born  in  London,  the  daughter  of 
Philley  Gunter.  To  them  were  born  George  and  William  in  London,  who 
came  to  America.  George  married  Anna  Bush  of  South  Carolina,  the 
daughter  of  Isaac  Bush.  George  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

George’s  son  Benjamin  F.  Foreman  was  born  about  1760;  died  I85O, 
aged  90.  He  married  Jane  Newman  in  Jan.  1,  1797,  who  was  born  1763  and 
died  16143.  Their  children*  Caroline  who  married  Samuel  Burges  Bush 
Aug.  12,  1835;  Jane  Foreman  who  married  Thomas  Bush;  David  Foreman  who 
married  Mary  At  Stallings  June  28,  I8I49;  Lottie  Foreman  who  married 
Griffin  Owens  July  II4,  1825;  Isaac  who  died  Oct.  25,  1819;  Benjamin  who 
died  Oct.  25,  1819;  George  Ann  Foreman  Born  Nov.  9,  1812,  died  June 
19,  1822;  also  Sarah,  John,  George  and  Nancy, 

David  Foreman  above  married  Mary  A.  Stallings  born  1829,  died  Feb. 
19,  1875,  on  June  28,  18U9.  He  is  buried  at  the  homeplaco  near 
Ellenton  and  she  is  buried  City  Cemetery,  Augusta,  Ga.  Their  children: 
Anna;  Alice  Gertrude  b.  Feb.  1852,  d.  Apr.  15,  1900,  md.  J.  Cuthbert 
Shecut;  twins' Ida  and  I  .A 3  b.  Oct.  II4,  1862,  Ida  lid*  Abner  Clinton 
Brown  Dec.  29,  1880  ar.d  .  iod  Apr.  10,  1900;  Iris  md.  David  Westbrooks;

Jacob  Foreman  whose  will  is  recorded  in  V/ill  Book  B,  Page  190,  in 
Barnwell  County,  South  Carolina,  and  which  was  recorded  November  twenty- 
first,  ei  ghteen  hundred  and  tr.venty- three,  is  the  Jacob  who  is  known  as 
Jacob  the  First  in  this  genealogy  of  his  descendants* 

The  use  of  the  designation,  First,  Second,  etc.,  has  been  discouraged 
by  genealogical  sources  since  one  seldom  has  the  family  traced  to  the 
beginning  of  the  earth  to  know  who  was  the  first  of  the  line  to  bear  a 
given  name.  We  acknowledge  that  this  is  truly  not  the  first  Jacob 
Foreman,  but  he  is  the  first  who  has  been  established  and  identifed  as 
the  ancestor  of  those  whose  genealogy  is  contained  herein. 

Records  show  that  one  Jacob  Foreman  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War 
from  Orangeburg,  South  Carolina,  Certificate  y2i|89,  from  Apr*  1782  to 
Aug,  1702,  On  the  16th  of  January  1788,  his  widow  who  was  then  the  wife 
of  William  Williams,  living  in  Edgefield  County,  S.C.,  entered  petition 
as  such,  establishing  that  this  Jacob  Foreman  was  deceased  at  that  time. 
His  identity  has  not  been  further  established. 

Some  of  the  descendants  of  our  Jacob  Foreman  have  said  they  knew 
there  was  a  kinship  between  Benjamin  Foreman  and  ourselves,  but  we  do  not 
know  the  relationship  as  yet.  Benjamin  is  of  the  George  Foreman  line 
given  herein  on  Page  7» 

Arthur  Foreman,  another  who  was  early  in  Barnwell  County,  received 
his  grant  of  land  in  1781;  (Grant  Book  FFJF,  page  97)  and  was  deceased  by 
7th  November  1806,  left  a  wife,  Susannah  and  daughters ,  Priscilla  Foreman 
viho  married  Thomas  Nugent,  and  Rebecca  Foreman  who  married  Alexander 
Nugent. 

William  Foreman,  who  served  as  a  Frivate  under  Capt.  Fred  Wommack, 

S .C ,  Militia,  may  have  boon  the  brother  to  Gcorgo  Foreman  who  served 
also,  as  did  Arthur  and  ono  Isaac  Foreman.  It  has  been  desired  to  furthe; 
identify  these  men,  but  this  has  not  as  yet  been  accomplished  in 
connection  with  this  genealogy.

Deceased  before  his  father,  Jacob  Foreman  I,  we  learn' of 
this  son  through  the  Court  of  Equity  records  of  Barnwell  County, 

South  Carolina.  As  early  as  I8li|.  the  estate  of  Isaac  Foreman  was 
being  administered  by  his  brother  Jacob  Foreman,  Jr.  These  reocrds 
continuing  into  1833  and  183k,  reveal  that  by  1832  the  widow  of 
Jacob,  Nancy,  had  since  married  William  Newman,  that  their  daughter 
Evaline  Forema  was  the  wife  of  James  J.  Stallings,  and  the  daughter 
Mary  had  since  died  intestate  and  unmarried.  The  case  was  brought  to 
court  by  Janes  J.  Stallings  and  his  wife,  versus  Jacob  Foreman, 
brother  to  Isaac,  the  deceased,  with  Glover  Foreman,  another  brother, 
acting  as  witness.  So  we  have  this  scant  family  record  as  follows:

This  was  a  respectable  and  thrifty  family,  who  judging  from  bequests 
made  in  their  wills,  believed  in  handing  down  virtue  and  wealth  from 
generation  to  generation.  It  has  been  revealed  that  this  family  was 
always  more  concerned  over  each  other's  welfare  than  their  own  pursuits. 


Jacob  Foreman,  the  Second,  was  known  much  of  his  life  as  Jacob 
Foreman,  Sr.  His  v/ill  recorded  in  i860  in  Barnwell,  South  Carolina, 
(included  herein),  reveals  that  he  devised  to  each  of  his  six  sons  a 
home  and  plantation,  with  sufficient  slaves  to  till  the  soil. 


Buried  in  the  Foreman  Cemetery  in  an  unusual  manner,  at  one  time  his 
remains  could  be  viewed  by  those  v/ho  visited  the  cemetery.  However,  his 
son  finding  the  vault  left  open  upon  a  visit  to  same,  had  it  sealed  and 
closed  to  human  eyes. 


Jacob's  wife  was  also  buried  in  the  Foreman  Cemetery. 

Jacob  was  baptized  at  Matlock  Baptist  Church  in  Jackson,  South 
Carolina  in  1837*  (Note:  Jackson  is  the  present  name  of  the  town 
which  was  formerly  known  as  Silverton).

This  is  the  last  will  and  testament  of  me  Jacob  Foreman  of  Barnwell  District, 
South  Carolina  Planter.  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  all  my  estate,  real  and 
personal,  which  I  have  not  heretofore  loaned  or  may  hereafter  lend  to  my 
children,  unto  my  wife  Ferebe  Foreman  for  and  during  her  life.  Upon  the 
death  of  my  wife,  I  give  devise  and  bequeath  all  my  estate  real  and  personal 
unto  my  children  to  be  divided  between  them,  each  to  take  possess  and  enjoy 
an  equal  part  or  share  for  and  during  his  or  her  life.  My  daughters  taking 
possessing  and  enjoying  their  respective  parts  or  shares  to  and  for  their 
own  sole,  separate  and  exclusive  use  and  benefit.  In  the  division  of  my 
estate  among  my  children  as  above  directed,  my  will  is,  that  they  severally 
bring  into  the  estate,  or  otherwise  account  for  all  such  lands  and  slaves 
as  I  have  heretofore  loaned  or  nay  hereafter  lend  to  them  respectively; 
the  value  however  of  such  improvements  as  they  may  place  on,  or  impart  to 
the  lands  so  loaned  or  lent,  is  not  to  be  taken  into  the  division  or  in  any 
way  accounted  for.  My  will  and  intention  is  that  the  valuation  hereby  direct¬ 
ed  shall  have  reference  to  the  real  value  of  the  property  at  the  time  of  my 
death,  exclusive  of  improvements  on  real  estate  and  of  slaves  dying,  but 
inclusive  of  slaves  born  in  my  life  time.  Upon  the  death  of  my  children  or 
either  of  them,  I  give  devise  and  bequeath  his  or  her  part  or  share  of  my 
estate  real  and  personal,  unto  his  or  her  issue  who  may  be  living  at  the 
time  of  his  or  her  death  and  who  may  live  to  be  married  or  to  attain  the  age 
of  twenty  one  years;  but  should  either  of  my  children  die  leaving  no  issue 
living  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  death,  or  if  such  issue  should  not  live  to 
be  married  or  to  attain  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  I  then  give,  devise 
and  bequeath  his  or  her  part  or  share  of  my  estate  real  and  personal  unto 
my  own  surviving  issue,  distribution  thereof  to  be  made  as  in  cases  of  intes¬ 
tacy,  and  to  have  possess  and  enjoy  the  same  for  the  same  estates,  and  upon 
the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  are  herein  before  declared  in  relationto 
the  parts  or  shares  which  my  children  will  be  entitled  to  in  the  original 
division  of  my  estate;  And  I  appoint  my  sons  Jesse,  John,  Isaac  and  Jacob 
executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.

In  August  of  1363,  Jesse  J.  Foreman  left  home  to  offer  his  services  to 
the  Confederate  States.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  younger  brother,  Jacob  IV, 
and  his  father's  younger  brother,  Barney.  They  enlisted  as  Privates  in  th9 
First  South  Carolina  Regiment  of  Calvary  at  Hamburg,  S.C.,  August  27,  1862. 


John  gave  hi3  sons  four  horses  and  one  of  his  trusted  slaves,  Alex 
Williams  whom  he  had  purchased  as  a  small  boy.  Jacob  IV  was  killed  in 
Maryland  in  1863.  When  Jesse  and  his  Uncle  Barney  learned  of  Jacob's  death, 
they  sent  Alex  to  look  for  his  body.  He  was  gono  several  days  and  Jesse  a 
and  Barney  decided  that  Alex  had  joined  up  with  the  "Yankees".  But  faithful 
old  Alex  returned  and  assured  them  that  he  had  found  t he  body  of  his  young 
master  and  had  stayed  to  ury  it.

JOHN  FOREMAN  (Continued): 

Jesse  Foreman  (son  of  John),  was  wounded  June  9,  1863,  at  Brandy 
Station,  Virginia.  He  had  two  horses  killed  under  him  during  engagements 
with  the  enemy.  His  grandson,  Richard  J. ,  has  a  portion  of  one  of  the 
balls  which  killed  one  of  his  horses. 

On  April  2I4,  I86J4,  Jesse’s  youngest  brother,  Isaac,  joined  his  Company 
at  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  They  all  surrendered  at  Raleigh,  North  Carolina 
in  April  1865.  They  rode  horseback  home  accompanied  by  their  faithful  slave, 
Alex,  who  was  now  free. 

In  1877>  General  Wade  Hampton  was  inqugurated  Governor  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  and  on  April  10,  1877*  Federal  troops  were  removed  from  the 
State.  A  Volunteer  Company  of  Calvary  was  organized  in  Jackson  to  preserve 
order,  which  was  known  as  "Silverton  Calvary”.  On  June  9*  1877,  Governor 
Hampton  commissioned  my  maternal  grandfather,  James  H,  Cobb,  Captain  of  the 
Company  and  Jesse  Foreman,  First  Lieutenant. 

Jesse  took  a  very  active  part  in  the  building  of  Wesley  Chapel  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  in  Brown  Hill,  South  Carolina.  In  commemoration  of  his  service 
he  was  awarded  a  section  in  the  Wesley  Chapel  Cemetery  where  he  is  buried. 

Some  years  after  Alex  Williams  received  his  freedom,  he  bought  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  land  which  the  elder  Jesse  Foreman  devised  to  his  brothers  at 
his  death.  Old  Alex  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  there  engaged  in  farming 
At  his  death  he  devised  the  land  to  his  children  who  owned  it  when  it  7/as 
acquired  by  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  in  building  the  Savannah  River  Plant

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DR.  ISAAC  FOREMAN 


Dr.  Isaac  Foreman,  the  third  of  six  sons,  was  an  able  physician 
and  successful  farmer  in  Jackson,  South  Carolina,  during  his  lifetime. 

He  had  practiced  medicine  in  Jackson  twenty-one  years  w hen  the  Civil 
War  began.  He  graduated  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina  in  1836, 
(the  35th  class),  receiving  an  A.3,  degree.  He  reoeived  his  14. A.  degree 
in  I838  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania*  His  thesis  was  Cholera 
Morbus.  During  the  later  years  of  his  life,  he  removed  to  old  Ellenton, 
South  Carolina,  whore  he  died.  Sometime  before  his  death  he  requested 
that  his  remains  be  buried  in  a  shady  grove,  which  stobd  near  his  old 
Jackson  home  and  office.  After  the  death  of  his  widow,  Jane  in  1917* 
his  son  Barney  had  his  remains  removed  to  the  Old  Dunbar  Cemetery  in 
old  Ellenton,  and  placed  by  his  mother’s  grave.  During  the  acquisition 
of  lands  for  the  Savannah  River  Plant,  their  remains  were  removed  to 
North  Augusta  Carnet  ery.

The  fourth  of  six  sons  born  to  Jacob  Foreman,  II,  and  Ferrubia 
Stallings  Foreman,  Jacob,  III,  was  familiarly  known  as  ’’Colonel”  Foreman. 

"Colonel"  was  tall,  slim  and  dark,  with  a  long,  white  beard*, 

He  wrapped  his  head  in  a  red  bandana  when  the  weather  was  cold,  and  he 
walked  with  a  corn  stalk.  He  was  quite  a  character  as  I  remember  him. 

"Colonel"  visited  Augusta,  Georgia,  one  very  cold  day  without 
wearing  an  overcoat  -  he  never  dressed  in  fine  clothes  and  he  always 
appeared  dowdy  -  and  there  two  young  men  who  saw  him  so  dressed  felt 
moved  to  pity  and  being  charitable  of  heart,  they  handed  him  some  money, 
exclaiming,  "Uncle,  go  and  buy  yourself  an  overcoat.”  The  "Colonel" 
stood  silently  looking  at  the  young  men  for  a  brief  moment,  then  said, 
"you  keep  the  money,  I  can  buy  and  sell  you  a  hundred  times". 

Though  a  bachelor  unto  his  death,  he  inhabited  a  two-story  frame 
house  which  overlooked  a  portion  of  his  Horse  Pen  plantation.  There  Old 
"Aunt"  Nancy,  a  former  slave,  cooked  and  looked  after  his  welfare.  I 
recall  visiting  him  one  day  when  "Aunt"  Nancy  was  serving  his  dinner, 
with  several  of  her  little  Negro  grandchildren  gathered  around  the  table 
to  do  him  service.  One  little  Negro  picked  up  a  potato  and  exclaimed, 
"I'se  a  gonna  peal  Marse  Jake’s  ta-tor , "while  another  exclaimed,  "I'se 
a  gonna  peal  Marse  Jake’s  egg".  The  old  man  impatiently  exclaimed, 
"Geminy  darn  it,  get  away'.  You  little  black  devils". 

"Colonel"  Foreman  lived  to  be  eighty-seven  years  old.  Buried  in 
the  Foreman  Cemetery,  in  a  metallic  casket,  he  rests  beside  his 
youngest  orother,  Barney  Foreman.

Barney  Foreman,  Sr.,  grandfather  to  the  author,  v.ras  the  youngest  of 
seven  children.  He  inherited  the  homestead  "Stat  ehous  e"  at  his  father's 
death  in  1857*  In  this  home,  Barney,  his  brothers  and  sister  had  been  born 
and  it  is  a  birthplace  worthy  of  a  poet's  description.  Die  two-story  frame 
dwelling  stands  in  a  lonely  part  of  the  country  overlooking  the  rolling 
estate  which  was  once  owned  by  Jacob  Foreman,  Jr.,  and  his  descendants. 

The  house  has  been  a  home  through  five  wars.  It  has  stood  through  countless 
storms,  through  summer  heat  and  winter  winds.  It  yet  stands,  serene  and 
unshaken,  as  a  monument  to  the  Foreman  ancestors  who  dwelled  there  in  an  era 
of  long  ago. 

It  was  in  the  year  of  I658  that  Barney  married  Elizabeth  Carolina,  a 
lovely  17-year  old  girl  whom  he  took  to  Statehouse  as  its  mistress.  However, 
Elizabeth  died  following  the  death  of  their  first-born  child,  a  son.  This 
baby  was  not  buried  beside  its  mother  because  her  death  was  not  anticipated 
when  he  was  buried,  and  so  his  tiny  grave  rests  in  the  front  yard  at  State- 
house  which  was  to  have  been  his  home,  while  his  mother  Elizabeth  is  buried 
in  the  Foreman  Cemetery.  Husband  3arney  had  these  words  cut  into  the  tomb¬ 
stone  : 


"Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Elizabeth  Carolina  Foreman,  '..rife  of 
Barney  Foreman,  who  departed  this  life  in  the  16th  year  of  her  age" 

And  so  the  tombstone  still  stands  today,  chipped  down  by  summer  rains 
and  winter  winds,  an  end  to  the  beautiful  rotmnce  which  ended  ninety-years 
ago . 


On  August  27,  1862,  Barney  turned  over  his  plantation  to  the  care  of 
his  brothers.  lie  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  Company  K,  First  South  Carolina 
Regiment  of  Calvary,  at  Hamburg,  South  Carolina,  and  was  transferred  to  the 
Second  Regiment,  October  J>1,  18614.  He  participated  in  the  surrender  at 
Raleigh,  north  Carolina,  April,  I865.  Shortly  after  his  departure  in  the 
Army,  on  September  1862,  his  mother,  Ferrubia  died,  as  he  was  serving  with 
the  Army  in  Northern  Virginia.  After  her  death  during  the  distribution  of 
the  family  possessions,  brother  Jaoob,  III,  exclaimed:  "I’m  claiming  the 
silver  water  dipper  for  Barney". 

Barney  returned  home  f  r .  i  the  YJar  in  April  of  I865  to  find  his  fields 
bare  and  practically  everyth}’;  he  had  left  behind  had  been  devastated  during 
his  participation  in  the  Confederate  Mar.  He  freed  his  Negro  slaves,  working 
out  an  arrangement  with  them  to  share  crop  his  plantation,  thus  he  set  to 
work  to  weave  again  the  thread'  of  his  broken  and  disrupted  life.

Barney  Foreman,  Sr.’s  second  marriage  occurred  2l;th  day  of  January  i860, 
and  brought  forth  the  above  six  children,  four  sons  and  two  daughters.  Upon 
his  marriage  to  her,  he  built  another  home,  a  six-room  house  which  spared 
them  both  the  memories  housed  at  the  old  Statehouse,  his  former  home. 

Cn  the  south  of  this  new  home,  he  built  a  one-rcom  frame  schoolhouse 
for  his  children,  securing  the  services  of  a  competent  schoolmaster  to  tutor 
them  ard  also  the  children  of  his  lifetime  friend,  Pascall  Wilson,  whose 
children  included,  Angus,  Tom,  Lula  and  Catoosa  Wilson. 


I  recall  having  visited  the  old  home  and  schoolhouse  years  later  in 
company  of  my  father,  the  late  Barney  Foreman,  Jr,  The  old  dwelling  has 
been  untenated  for  sometime  and  stood  lonely  and  forlorn.  Mo  doubt  my 
father's  memories  swept  back  to  the  days  of  his  boyhood  as  he  showed  me 
about  the  place  that  day,  recalling  events  and  pointing  out  to  me  the 
places  of  their  occurrence.  7 


At  a  later  date,  this  house  and  sohoolhouse  were  demolished  by  Joseph 
Foreman  to  bo  replaced  with  a  modern  home  in  this  once  remote  section  of  the 
country. 


On  the  evening  of  the  16th  of  July  1892,  Barney  Foreman,  Sr.,  suffered 
a  fatal  heart  attack  as  he  and  his  son,  Barney,  Jr.,  were  looking  over  some 
timber.  And  so  he  passed  away  in  his  sixty-fourth  year  and  was  buried  in 
the  Foreman  Cemetery,  He  died  testate,  his  will  being  recorded  in  Aiken, 
South  Carolina,  1692.  To  each  of  his  children  he  left  a  home  and  plantation. 
And  to  his  widow,  Jane,  he  willed  the  interest  occurring  from  his  money  in 
the  Georgia  Railroad  Bank  for  use  during  her  lifetime,  which  money  was  to 
be  equally  divided  among  their  children  at  her  death.  Even  to  date  the 
Bank  will  not  disclose  the  amount  of  money  which  Barney,  Sr.  left  at  his 
death,  and  so  far  as  is  known  his  children  never  revealed  the  amounts  they 
received  as  their  shares.  Tr  Bank  informs  me  that  Jacob  Foreman,  brother 
to  Barney,  owned  Georgia  Railroad  Stock  and  these  papers  may  be  examined. 

The  will  of  Barney,  Sr,,  though  referred  to  in  the  administration  of 
his  ostato,  was  not  found  amon"  tho  looso  papors  in  tho  proper  file  in  the 
Aiken  Courthouso.  A  search  fc.  chi  a  will  is  yot  being  mndo.

This  is  the  only  daughter  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Jacob  Foreman  I. 
ITancy  Foreman  married  James  Heard,  born  1781+  in  South  Carolina,  whose  will 
was  probated  1+  Mar •  181+L  in  Houston  County,  Georgia,  but  which  had  been 
made  in  Bibb  County,  Georgia »  Though  Nancy* s  death  date  is  not  known,  she 
was  living  in  181+3  when  her  husband  made  his  will  and  she  assisted  in  the 
administration  of  his  estato.  She  has  not  been  found  in  the  IB50  census. 

The  children  of  Nancy  Heard  received  one  proportionable  share  of 
their  Grandfather's  estate  in  his  Barnwell  County  wi 11  of  1823*  The  location 
of  this  property  appears  to  have  been  the  reason  for  their  removal  from 
South  Carolina  to  Georgia.  It  appears  they  moved  about  1833  together  with 
others,  at  which  time  Jacob  Foreman,  Jr.,  was  buying  their  Barnwell  land. 

In  the  year  1838,  Benjamin  Williams  who  had  married  the  fourth  child 
of  Nanoy  Foreman  Heard,  namely,  Nancy  Gordon  Heard,  conveyed  unto  their 
father,  James  Heard,  in  behalf  of  Edney  P.  Heard,  Joseph  P.  Heard  and 
Andrew  I.  Heard,  his  wife's  share  of  this  Foreman  property.  In  I836  Jacob 
F.  Heard  also  conveyed  his  share  to  these  younger  brothers  and  sisters. 

In  1835  Isaac  F.  Heard  and  Rachel  Heard  Hardin  gave  their  share  to  the 
younger  children.  This  property  bequeathed  to  them  by  Jacob  Foreman,  I, 
consisted  of  Lot  „95  in  the  1+th  District  of  Houston  County,  Georgia,  orig¬ 
inally,  but  later  Bibb  County,  one  negro  man  known  as  Jacob,  1+5  years  old, 
his  wife  Rose  and  a  negro  boy  named  Edmund,  15  years  old,  also  a  negro 
girl  named  Ihriah  ll+  years  old.  In  1833  the  estate  was  valued  at  62000, 
and  James  Heard,  the  father,  was  permitted  to  use  the  slaves  in  the  support 
of  the  children.  The  land  was  later  sold.
